WalkBoston on its excellent 
work and specifically on its 
recent work with the City to 
make crosswalks friendlier to 
pedestrians. 

Ever notice how hard it 
can be to cross a busy Boston 
intersection? Over the past 
two years, WalkBoston has 
worked closely with the Boston 
Transportation Department 
to revise and update Boston’s 
signalization policy to provide a 
more pedestrian-friendly envi- 
ronment by building longer and 
more frequent walk time into 
the traffic signals at intersec- 
tions and crosswalks through 
the city. 

The inspiration for this new 
policy came from WalkBoston’s 
efforts to open up pedestrian ac- 
cess to the waterfront across the 
new Rose Fitzgerald Kennedy 
Greenway (greatly helped by 
The Boston Foundation). Under 
the new policy, the walk signal 
comes on to allow pedestrians 
to cross concurrent with paral- 
lel moving traffic resulting in 
shorter wait times and longer 
walk times. The result is a safer, 
more inviting environment that 
encourages people to walk more 
often and more freely.

Professions leaders map the future 


“SINGING OUR SONG,” “Beyond 
Green,” and “The Rumsfeld 
Conundrum” were the key is- 
sues addressed by more than 70 
BSA leaders and allies who spent 
a delightful day in Gloucester at 
the annual BSA planning retreat 
in September. 

Hosted by Anne-Lise and 
Pat Morss AIA at their stunning 
home overlooking the rocks at 
Gloucester’s Eastern Point, the 
group gathered to think big, 
think green, and think positive. 

Led by BSA president-elect 
Hubert Murray AIA, RIBA, 
this annual gathering brought 
together past BSA presidents, 
current board members, com- 
mittee/task force/network 
chairs, ArchitectureBoston edito- 
rial board members, Boston 
Foundation for Architecture 
trustee, deans and students of 
local design schools, leaders of 
building industry associations, 
individuals nominated for BSA 
board positions, and BSA staff. 

Murray, noting that this 
was one of the largest and most 
diverse groups in BSA retreat 
history, began his introduc- 
tory remarks by putting the 
retreat’s agenda within the 
larger context of the BSA’s 2004 
Long-Range Plan (available 
online at architects.org, click on 
“About the BSA”). He charged 
this year’s retreat participants to 
think big and to consider ethics 


as the ballast. “Our professional 
ethics are rarely discussed in the 
day-to-day rhythm of running a 
business or doing our jobs, but it 
is this value system that distin- 
guishes and guides our techni- 
cal and aesthetic expertise.” 

The three breakout issues 
included “Singing Our Song,” a 
challenge to retreat participants 
to articulate the value of what 
architects do and to explore 
how we can be better leaders 
and listeners with clients and 
with others on the design and 
construction team. 

“Beyond Green,” the second 
issue, challenged retreat par- 
ticipants to envision a future 
that was beyond LEED anda 
design future in which archi- 
tects were the leaders. The third 
topic, “We don’t know what we 
don’t know” (aka The Rumsfeld 
Conundrum), prompted par- 
ticipants to examine significant 
changes in the design and 
construction practice environ- 
ment and identify opportunities 
and challenges for the BSA as an 
institution designed to enrich 
that environment for architects 
and the communities we serve. 

Some of the many ideas that 
emerged include: more client- 
focused BSA programming (in- 
cluding client awards and a cli- 
ent advisory group)...each BSA 
committee, network and task 
force should be charged to make 


a sustainability statement...each 
BSA group should hold at least 
one meeting a year at a local 
design school...a weekly radio 
program should highlight 
urban design, smart growth, 


and other design issues...hom- 
eowner tax credits for energy 
conservation are key...people’s 
choice awards...BSA-led market 
research...more workshops on 
alternative practice models, col- 
laboration and “soft skills” nec- 
essary to succeed...and a good 
deal more. It was also suggested 
that The Architects Building 
should be renovated again to 
become energy-neutral and 

that the BSA should develop a 
computer modeling system of a 
hypothetical building that could 
be used to test energy systems. 


At the end of the day, as the 
sun set over the Eastern Point 
Lighthouse, a continuing stream 
of ideas, optimism, and enthusi- 
asm flowed as freely as the wine.

A COALITION OF MAJOR 
CULTURAL AND CIVIC GROUPS 
recently launched ArtistLink, an 
effort to help artists, real-estate 
developers, and communities 
develop work and living space 
for artists across Massachusetts. 
ArtistLink’s goal is to help art- 
ists in Massachusetts advance 
their work and make a living by 
developing high-quality spaces 
for artists, which is critical to 
their work and the growth of 
the state’s creative economy. 
ArtistLink is a collaborative 
effort of the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council (MCC), The 
Boston Foundation (TBF), 
Boston Redevelopment 


Authority (BRA), LEF 
Foundation, New England 
Foundation for the Arts 
(NEFA), Boston Local Initiatives 
Support Corporation (LISC), 
and the Mayor’s Office of Arts, 
Tourism and Special Events. 

It was sparked by a grant from 
Leveraging Investments in 
Creativity (LINC). 

Led by Director Jason 
Schupbach, ArtistLink provides 
technical assistance and advoca- 
cy on the development of afford- 
able and permanent spaces for 
Massachusetts’ artists. Through 
the collaboration with arts or- 
ganizations, real-estate develop- 
ers, municipalities, and other 
proponents of artists’ space, the 
initiative is currently facilitat- 
ing 26 artist space projects in 18 


communities across the state. 
ArtistLink is also working in 
an advisory capacity with the 
cities of Cambridge, Malden, 
Pittsfield, Somerville, Hyannis, 
Turner’s Falls, Peabody and 
Worcester on artist zoning, 
building assessment, and artist 
certification.

SUBCONTRACTORS are taking 
advantage of a unique oppor- 
tunity to develop a collabora- 
tion with Boston’s non-profit 
Building Materials Resource 
Center. 

The Center, located in 
Roxbury, is a building materi- 
als re-use project that relies on 
donations of good-quality used 
and surplus building materi- 


als and re-distributes those 
materials to low-income and 
working-class homeowners and 
inner-city non-profit organiza- 
tions. The two-part goal is to 
improve the quality of life in 
Boston’s inner-city neighbor- 
hoods by facilitating long-term 
homeownership and simultane- 
ously to prevent the needless 
disposal of perfectly good build- 
ing materials. 


In addition to architects, 
those who are contributing 
used, surplus and other building 
materials include homeown- 
ers, contractors, construction 
companies, retailers, manufac- 
turers, wholesalers, and others 
who receive a tax break for the 
estimated fair market value of 
the donated materials (and they 
also save on disposal fees).

Carbon-neutral by 2030 


he AIA State Government Network (SGN) held its annual 
Roundtable on Government Affairs Activity in Oregon this 
past summer. Established by the AIA in 1991, the SGN con- 
nects the AIA National’s Advocacy Committee with local 
chapter members who are active in their state’s legislative affairs. 
While SGN has focused on a variety of public policy issues since 
its inception, this year’s three-day conference was given to con- 
sideration of the AIA Board’s ambitious new policy regarding our 
profession’s role in fighting global climate change. Based on keynote 
speaker Ed Mazria AIA’s “2030 Challenge,” the Board is calling for 
the industry to design all new and substantially renovated buildings 
so that they produce no net atmospheric carbon dioxide emissions 
by the year 2030. 
The AlA’s Position 
In “High Performance Building Position 
Statement” published last year by the AIA, the 
organization “recognizes the growing body of 
evidence that demonstrates current planning, 
design, construction and real-estate practic- 
es jeopardize the future of the Earth’s popu- 
lation.” The recommended actions include 
working towards being “carbon neutral” by 
2030; first achieving a minimum reduction 
of 50% in the amount of fossil fuels used to 
construct and operate all buildings designed 
or renovated by the year 2010. 
The US Conference of Mayors 
Following a presentation by the AIA to the 
United States Conference of Mayors’ Energy & 
Environment Summit in May, the nation’s mayors — 
voted in to endorse this policy at their annual meeting 
in June. Following that, the AIA created a Sustainability Task 
Group in 2006 (chaired by Seattle’s Daniel Williams FAIA and 
with Jeff Levine AIA, LEED of Maryland as a “resource architect”) 
to work with the mayors and the Task Group to formulate recom- 
mendations to meet the goals of the 2030 Challenge. The AIA has 
also made a commitment to make “Beyond Green” the theme of the 
2007 AIA Convention in San Antonio. 
New Standards 
The United States Green Building Council (USGBC) has been 
very successful so far in marketing the LEED Rating System and 
educating architects and allied professionals in the complex neces- 
sity of designing and building with greater environmental sensitiv- 
ity. The USGBC’s goal is industry transformation. As our profession 
continues to evolve, our goal should become global human health 
and welfare. This requires new standards. As effective as LEED has 
been, it is possible to earn LEED certification for a building without 
any improvements in energy efficiency. And although recycled 
content building materials and improved indoor air quality are 
critically important to sustainable design, the only way for us to see 
that carbon neutral future is through a radical reduction in energy 
use and the “mainstreaming” of renewable energy technology. 
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The legislative-environmental connection 
This issue is where the interests of the BSA’s Committee on the 
Environment (COTE) and our Legislative Affairs Committee inter- 
sect. When buildings are no longer powered by electricity from coal 
and gas-fired power plants and when building-integrated photo- 
voltaics (BIPVs) are as common as rooftop air-cooled condensing 
units, zero-carbon architecture will be achieved. In order for this to 
happen, laws must change. In Massachusetts, distributed generation 
(DG) is restricted through tariffs, connection fees and wattage caps 
set by the Commonwealth’s Department of Telecommunications 
and Energy. While they protect public safety and ensure the integ- 
rity of electricity delivery, the laws currently make DG infeasible for 
anything other than small installations. 
Another issue that connects sustainable design 
with legislative affairs is the proposal for a Green 
Building Tax Credit. Society often values 
things that the real-estate development and 
construction industry (despite the interests 
of architects) do not. Legislative bod- 
ies adopt policies, pass laws, and create 
incentives to redress this disjuncture. 
The Historic Preservation Tax Credit 
and the Affordable Housing Tax Credit 
are two legislative incentives that have 
very effectively and positively influenced 
our industry. The Massachusetts Green 
Building Tax Credit, introduced as legis- 
lation (HB 3840) by Representative James 
Marzilli of Somerville, Boston Mayor Tom 
Menino, and Representative Marie St. Fleur of 
Boston, could accelerate the adoption of building-in- 
tegrated photovoltaics and other high-performance energy- 
saving technologies in our state. 
What We Can Do 
Heading into next year’s legislative session, the sense on Beacon 
Hill is that a lot of money was “spent” last year on worthy causes 
such as brownfields redevelopment and historic preservation incen- 
tives. The Green Building Tax Credit may have broad support but 
it’s not a high enough priority for most lawmakers for the BSA to be 
complacent about its passage. Supporting the passage of this legisla- 
tion is a small but important step in meeting the 2030 Challenge. If 
we are to take this position and our part in battling climate change 
seriously, we can begin by calling our elected officials on Beacon 
Hill and expressing our strong support for HB 3840.
